South Idaho Pollution

A few years ago New York Times 
Assistant Managing Editor Harrison 
Salisbury flew into the pollution- • 
shrouded Pocatello Airport for a 
speaking engagement ih that city. 

"What are those . two - factories 
. near your airport?'-' asked S a I i s- 
bury, a veteran.,Moscow correspond- 
ent. "I haven't stcn pollution that 
bad in Russia, and the bureaucrats 
there don't give a damn." 

The factories in question were the 
FMC plant and the fertilizer plant 
of the J. R. Simplot Co. 

Until rather recently, the bureau- 
crats of. Idaho didfi't give a damn 
cither. 

Fortunately, that has changed. Af- 
ter dawdliiig for a decade, the Idaho 
Legislature, in 1967, ordered the Air 
pDlliition. Control Commission to 
produce a plan to abate pollutioiit_ 
in this state. The commissiort devel-. 
oped standards last year and has . 
now given operators of the two Po- 
catello plants, plus the equally of- 
fensive Monsanto Co. plant north of 
Soda Springs, 90 days-to submit 
time tables on wheh and 'how they 
will conform with the new stand- 
ards. In addition, the 1969 legisla- 
ture raised the maximum fine for 
- violation of air pollution~rules"from" 
$500 pcr> week to Sl.OOO per day. 
(It WQS pointed out that some major 
industries would consider, the $500 
fine cheaper than cleaning up.) 

-Lewlston can sympathize with 
what Soda Springs and Pocatello 
are going through as they come to 
grips with pollution and with valued 



industries that contribute to the 
economy as. well as to the air. 

We can also sympathize with 
those industries. As with Potlatch 
Forests, Inc., in this city~ — which 
has spent several million dollars to 
make a start on becoming a good 
■neighbor — these industries have 
not necessarily been deliberately ig- 
noring the obvious. It is- more a^ 
cose of oversight. 

A few years ago, pollution was 
considered a necessary evil for a 
factory town. More important, no 
one, including the townspeople and 
the industry, fully grasped the dan- 
gers in polluted air. 

We are sadder but wiser now. We 
have recognized the menace to 
health that air pollution represents. 
And no community- can afford the 
luxury of a factory without the pol- 
lution filters screwed down tight. 

In their defense, the southern Ida- 
ho industries have made several sig- 
nificant steps toward pollution 
abatement; they simply have not 
gone all the way ^s they must now. 
And now that the s>ate of Idaho 
has stopped dodging this problem 
and issued its standards, the FMC 
plant has mailed its abatement 
timetable to the State Department 
of Health air pollutiorr.control sec- 
tion. The 'Simplot j_and Monsaiito 
"plarits'i-eporled" their tinTefQlHes will" 
reach the health department this 
week. 

The timetable on public tolerance 
has run out. If the state remains 
diligent and the offending industries 
responsible, we may yet reclaim 
some of Idaho's pure mountain air..

Canada. A second cannery ship 
is being built for ihe North Ko-" 
reans in Holland. 

Russell is now the .«;en(or U.S. 
senator In point of service. In 
January he shifted from the 
' chairmanship of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee to 
become chairjnan of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, and 
he still heads the Military Ap- 
propriations subcommittee. His- 
sURjiestions are seldom ignored 
in high government councils'. 

Tt was at Russell's prcsistcnt 
urging that the Pentagon finally 
took the battleship , New Jersey 
' from the mothball fleet and .•ient 
it lo provide fire support for 
U.S. forces in Vietnam. Ironic- 
ally, the New Jersey has now 
been assigned to support the U, 
S, fleet units which are provid- 
ing protection for the resumed 
reconnaissance flights while 
cruising in the Sea of Japan. 

Russell is well aware of tlie 
problems which could arise if 
the United States were to move 
against one of the North Korean 
caimcry ships on-lhe. high seas, 
, lie feels, hoy-ever. that tlip ad- 
vantages of .sucli an action, ' in 
the Wake of the Pueblo and EC- 
121 incidents, could outweigh the 
disadvantages. 

"I would hope our government 
would explore it fully," the sen- 
ator savK. 

The first of the North. Korcin 
cannery ships, then under cnn- 
.Btruction in Holland, figured in 
:^speculation ahbuti possible re- 
taliation immediately after the 
Pueblo seizure. Such retaliatory 
seizure, even in International 
waters, would be an act of war. 

North Korea's actions against 
the Pueblo and the spy plane 
were acts of war too. In this 
context, but such . provocations 
do not justify .such a rciponse 
In the antiseptic eyes Of inter- 
national law. That is one of the 
problems involved ii\ a retoHa- 
tory seizure. 

More important, for President 
Nixon and his aides, is the possi- 
bility of moves bv Norili Korea 
against the SGOOO U.S. troops 
now stationed in SouthkK'irea. 
Such a counter to .scir-ure of 
n North Korean, vessel would 
not be beyond that nation's er- 



ratic and ultra nationalist gov- 
ernment. 

In his press conference com:^ — 
mcnts last week, the President 
stressed his concern for the se- 
curity of U.S. troops as a major 
factor In responding to the EC- 
121 incident. Behind those com- 
ments was the obvious desire 
to avoid a second' shooting wnr 
in Asia. 

Those are the concerns to 
which the President must ad- 
dress himself in exploring sug- 
gestions* such as Russell's. 

The attack on the slow, pro- 
peller . driven reconnaissance 
plane was apparently another 
planned provocation against the 
United States by the North Kor- 
eans, That is the Implication 
of available iniclllgence reports. 

It is now believed, for ex-, 
ample, that North Korean fighi- 
er planes were shifted .a few 
days beforciiand to bases con- 
venient for an attack on the 
reconnaissance routes over the 
Sea of Japan. , 

As the incident Is reconstruct- 
ed here, the plane was flying 
a route roughly parallel to the 
North Korean coast when it was 
warned hy rndar of the ap- 
proach of the fighters believed 
to have been Russian-built Migs. 
The plane then veered away 
from the const. 

The slow moving EC-121. cap-i... 
able of no more than 200 miles 
per hour with its load of equip, 
ment and its ungainly dome for 
electronic surveillance, was 
quickly caught and downed, ap- 
parently by cannon fire. 

Before it was attacked, how- 
ever, the piano apparently re- 
ported that its course was being 
accurately tracked by long 
range radars in North Korea 
and in Russia. 

The sophisticated snooping 
equipment of the electronic 
countermcasures planp (£0-121) 
was quite cnpnblff" of making 
a determination of that sort. 
That is how President Nixon 
was able to tell his news con- 
ference: 

"There was no uncertainty 
whatever as. to where this plane 
was. Because we know what 
thfiir rntJnr showed. We incident- 
.illy know what the Russian ra- 
dar showed, And all the radars 
showed the same thing,"

About 250 munlclpali' 
ties win be holding their local 
elections. 

Most of the Negro candidates 
are running In ' the May 13 
Democratic - "i^rimaries, • while 
others qusHfFcd as independents 
for the June 3 general elections, 

Evers, stale field director of 
tho National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 
Is a candidate for mayor of the 
little town of Fayette, 

Aron Henry, state president of 
the NAACP and chairman of 
the "Loynlist" Mississippi De-' 
mocratlc party, also urged 
blacks to Aland together in the 
coming elections. 

Both Evers and Hcriry warned 
ngainst waging a black racist 
campaign, advising candidates 
to seek white as well as Negro 
votes. "We've got to tell what 
we're going to do to our own 
people =and the whites," Evers 
said. "Let the white people 
know we're going to run the 
towns right, not start all this 
racist stuff. 

"Basically, In Mississippi, 
we're all in the same boat," he 
added. "A lot of whites are not 
any t)ctlcr off than we are. 
They just won't admit it."

ST. LOUIS, Mo. (UPI)— A St. 
Louis University heart research- 
er reports that his research 
team has proved, through 
animal experimentation,- chronic 
smokers not only are psycholo- 
gically dependent on cigarettes 
but also have a genuine 
physiological need for nicotine. 

.■ D. Bhagal. associate 
professor of pharmacology and 
physiology, said these findings 
are the first concrete evidence 
of the bodily mechanism that 
'impedes chronic - smokers from 
kicking the habit. He also said 
the findings are the first proof 
that nicotine causes alteration In 
a main body hor^mone's pattern 
In the brain. 

Bhagat said nicotine "injec- 
tions" In the body, as In 
smoking, caused a sustained 
increase of production and 
utilization by the brain of the 
neurohormone^- norepinephrine, 
which affects the ■ nervous 
system. 

The h'ormbne, Bhagat said. Is 
located in various regions of the 
body but' its greatest signifi- 
cance is its presence and action 
in the brain's hypothalamus, 
which regulates, man's behavor- 
lal changes. 

Bhagat said previous re- 
searchers concentrated on nico- 
tine's effects on the normal 
level of norepinephrine and 
found no definite changes, 
said that "changes in the rate 
of production of norepinephnne 



levels, rather than changes In 
normal levels, are a correlate 
with nlcotlnc-lndnced behnvoria) 
changes." ' 

The body quickly adapts Itself 
to even a light "dose" or 
"Injection" of nicotine and 
immediately the brain starts 
producing and using more 
norepinephrine than it normally 
does, Bhagat said. 

Bhagat said ' although his 
findings arc based on exper- 
iments using dosages of nicotine 
comparable ta that tised by 
chronic smokers, the results are 
of siffUflcance to every smoker 
because even one cigarette 
stimulates the same reactions 
In the brain. 



Just as any other "pep" drug, ■ 
might do, the mobilization of 
norepinephrine in the brain has 
been proved to cause emotional 
excitation, a rise in blood 
pressure, greater alertness, 
better ability to learn, aggres- 
sion and hyperactivity, Bhagat 
said. 

Bhagat said when a smoker 
tries to kick his habit, the 
production of norepinephrine 
decreases and the smoker feels 
depressed. Only another ci- 
garette can allcvlQte the depres- 
sion, he said. 

The only way out for a 
chronic smoit^r is use of other 
drugs to counteract the with- 
drawal symptoms, Bhagat said.
